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HENRY H. GORRINGE. 


Death of the Ex-Lieutenant-Com- 
mander of the United 
States Navy. 


Early Fondness for Sea Life—Rapid 
Promotion of the Young Volunteer— 
Gallant Service in the Late Civil 
War — Gorringo’s Removal of the 
Egyptian Obelisk — Close of an 
Honorable and Busy Life. 


By ‘Telegrath te the Post-Dispatoh, 

New York, July 7.—Mr. Henry H. Gorringe, for- 
merly Lieutenant-Commander of the United States 
Navy, died yesterday afternoon at the Benedick 
Flats, where he has been stopping since the acci- 
dent which happened to him last fail, and from 
which he never recovered. He was attend by 
Dr. W. H. Draper of this city and by Dr. Heiland of 
Philadelphia, who was his brotherr-in-law. Mrs. 
Heiland, bis sister, has been with him for some 
time, and all thatthe most careful nursing could 
effect was done to make his last hours as comfort- 
able as possible, Though Mr. Gorringe will always 
be best knewn from his connection with the great 
obelisk in Central Park. he has hada life of other 
incidents sufficient to galu for him something more 
than a passing notice. He wasbornat Barbadoes 

and was the son of aclergyman ofthe Church of 


England, who, immediately after taking his degree 
at Oxford, went there and married 
the daughter of a _ fellow-clergyman. Their 
son had the best education that the island afforded, 
but at an early age he became enamored of à sea 
life, and he quietly informed his father that if he 
did not permit him to go, he should run away. His 
father persuaded him to wait one year, and, then, 
at the age of 14. he permitted him to go, and at the 
age of 19 he had the position of chief mate in a 
New York ship, and soon after was promoted to be 
captain. 

ENTERS THE UNITED STATES NAVY. 
When the war broke out he entered the United 
States Navy trom 8 * as 8 
volumeer acting master’s mate. e served 
through the war in the Misissippi squadron, was in 
all the fighting under Farragut, and was three 
times promoied for gailantry in action. At the 
close of the war he commanded the steamer Mem- 
puis for a couple of years, and in 1868 he was made 
a regular officer of the Navy, with the rank of 
Lieutenant Commander, and stationed at the 
New York Navy Yard. 

From 1869 to 1871 he commanded the Portsmouth 
and was attached to the South Atlantic 
From this duty he was called 
and tor four years, 
1876, he was attached 
to the hydrographic office. He. however, fretted at 
the confinement of shore duty, and was, at his 
special request, send on the Gettysburg on special 
service in the Mediterranean. When Mr. William 
H. Vanderbilt determined to secure for hig native 
city the gift of the Kuedive, by paying the ex- 

uses of transporting the obelisk to New York, he 
loomed about for some fit person to be entrusted with 
the work of carrying out his pian, aud, on applica- 
tion to the Navy Department, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Gorringe was at once selected and grant-

THE ENTERPRISE WAS A FAILURE. 
It came into competition with three larger estab- 
lishments, and there was not business enough to 
sustain it. After its failure, Mr. Gerringe was 
made receiver of the company and was engaged in 
settling its affairs when the accident occurred 
which cost him his life. He was on his way from 
this city to the yard, and, finding that the train was 
not going to stop at the station nearest the yard, 
he jumped from it while it was in motion and re- 
ceived a severe spinal injury which resulted in the 
entire paralyzation of lus lower limbs. He was 
brought to this city, and, as stated, er nursed 
until death put an end to his suffering. Mr. Gor- 
ringe was uowarried and bis oniy relative is his 
sister. Mrs. Dr. Heiiand. His mother, to whom 
be was devotedly attached, died within @ year in 
Philadelphia.

Lonpon, July 7.—The House of Commons found 
much amussment last night in the ceremony of 
éwearing in the new minister, The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s reception was entirely dwarfed 
by the cheers which greeted Gladstone who en- 
tered at the same moment. Lord Randolph 
Churchill sneceeded admirably in assuming the 
airs of an experiegced Minister. He hai a warm re 
ception. Ashmead Bartlett was welcomed with a 
roar of mingled cheers, hisses and derisive shouts. 
it was remarked that Hart Dyke will probably not 
look so fresh a few weeks hence. After the scenes 
of the past few months it makes one feel left 
handed to see Gladstone on the other side of the 
speaker. Bradiaueh entered dressed like a ciergy- 
man, pale and defiant. The sene then enactad 
was identical with those which have already dis- 
graced the annals of the English Parliament. He 
was beaten by the coalition of tne Tories and Par- 
nollites and the abstention of a number of sancti- 
monious Liberals. The Irish oppose him partly be- 
cause it is their policy now to support the Tories, 
and partiy because he voted for the Arme 
Act. They overlook the fact that it was he that 
moved the rejéction of the Crimes Act. After the 
vote Bradiauch expressed himself satisfied as 
having gained a point. It is difficult to see how that 
is, except that every time this iniquity is re-enacted 
there is a better chance for the popular eouscience 
to be roused. 

THE CENTER OF INTEREST 
is now transferred from the House of Commons to 
the House of Lords, with a union of the Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary in the person of 
te Marquis of Salisbury. The speech of the 
Itter shows that the Conservatives have nothing 
to do but to darry out the policy they have been 
denouncing fot a long time as everything that is 
bad and ruinous; but their announcement of ihe 
intention to drop cvercion will cause organized 
Opposition from their own side. Wilfred Laweon 
has already announced a vote of want of confi- 
denice on the part of the Radicals, the intention 
beltig to givé thé Tories a taste of the same life of 
constant irritation, anxiety and wrangle as they 
gave the Liberals. He will not be much supported 
by the Liberal body. The difference between 
Liberal and Tory opposition is shown by the fact 
that the progress of the Supply Bill last night was 
almost unprecedented in recent times.

THE LAST OF 4 AURDEROUS GANG. | 


Pp 


James Kane Hanged this Morning at Phila- 
delphia for Killing ‘His Brother. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. July 7.—James Kane was 
hanged in the County Prison, at 10:06 this morning. 
The crime for which Kane was executed was com- 
mitted on the night of January 11, in a saloon kept 
by the murderer and Albert Fox. Andrew Kane, 
the ycunger brother of the prisoner, was shot in 
the breast, so that he lived but afew hours. He 
refused to say who shot him. While there was no 
doubt as to the guilt of James, the cause of the 
shooting was not brought out at the trial, but it is 
generally thought the brothers quarreied over 
Amanda Cross, the murderer's mistress. Both 
were drunk, and being desperate men, the murder 
followed naturally from the collision. it is report- 
ed that Kane denied that he woman was the cause 
of the shooting, and said that only his spiritual 
adviser should ever know the true story of the 
murder. Kane was one of the last of a murderous 
gang, whico has been gradually exterminated by 
ite members being sent to the gailows aud the 
Penitentiary and by murdering each other. Kane 
killed James Dougherty, one of the gaug, in 1872, 
and served seveu years for mansiauchier,. He was 
under bail upon a charge of passing counterfeit 
money when he murdered his brother,

Court Allowance of Fees in the Harrison 
Wire Case. 

Judge Lubke this morning rendered a decision in 
the case of the Harrison Wire Company on the 
motion of the receiver, Leslie A. Moffett, for an 
order fixing his compensation as receiver and 
commissioner, with reference to the mortgaged 
property sold under foreclosure.

A new schoo! of political economists is rising in 
the country who are demonstrating that a steady 
advance in wages accompanies the decline in price 
of industrial products. This is antagonistic to the 
old wages-fund theery that obtained such general 
recognition a generation ago. This demonstration 
will do more to enlighten employers, capitalists, 
investors and workingmen as to the best interests 
of labor and capital than all the worn-out political 
economies of the past. The rate of wages is 
steadily advancing in all countries, while the price 
of living is declining. In Manchester, England, be- 
tween 1850 and 1883 the wages of joiners advanced 
from $5 76 to 88 7 per week; bricklayers, from
